Another Metal.—\ncreasing kvow!- 
* of simple substances existing 
dulv in very minute quantities, bids 
teur to eventually extend our list of 
the elements making up the universe 
considerably beyond the 65 or 70 thus 
far catalogued by chemista. A newly 
discovered rare element “aor- 
wegium,” found by Dr. T. Dabli io 
nickel ore from Kragero, Norway. It 
is a Mmelleable metal, of white color, 
shightly tinged with brown, a hard- 
ness bout equal to that of copper, « 
specific gravity of 9.4441, and a melt- 
ing point of 680 degrees Fabrenbeit.

What 
his feelings were I do not know. Be- 
log a man of much diguity, ond with 
an impenetrable face, it was impossi 
ble to say whether he felt inwardly 


whether he felt sadly over the result 
and was too manly to show it. What 
ever his feelings were they were en 
tirely concvaled from observation ; but 


buoyant on the receipt of bis letter, 
were sad and depressed.
